201stRSAC-C MarinesAndAiraien 
Rotate Out New Marine Team Amves

CAMP BLACKHORSE, Afghani- 
stan - After seven months many of 
the Marines and Ainnen who have 
been leading tlie 201st Regional 
Seciirity and Advising Command - 
Central, are heading home. 

Membere of the team were 
spread throughout the 201st Corps 
from the RSAC-C staff to the Af- 
ghan Bonier Pohce. Most of the 
201st RSAC-C staff located 
at Camp Blackhoise were 
Marines deployed from 12th 
Marine Regiment, 3rd Ma- 
rine D ivision out of Okinawa 
JapaiL 

Marine Major Robert 
Sawyer, the 201st RSAC-C 
Operations Officer, remem- 
bers a sharp leaming curve 
when tliey first arrived in 
November of last yean "We 
spent a lot of lime at first j ust 
trying to find out who does 
what throughout the coun- 
try," Remembered Sawyer. 
"What agencies are responsible for 
what and how that would affect our 
team." 

When his Marine team, led by 
former 201st Commanding Officer 
Colonel Gerald Smith began their 
deployment they got delayed start- 
ing in Japan. Flight problems 
caused many delays along the way 
and by the lime they arrived in Af- 
ghanistan they only had about a four 
day hrmover with the last Marine 
team. "At fir^t we traveled around 
to different bases to get familier 
with them and our AG [area of op- 
erations)." Said Sawyer. "That 
helped us leam that simple things 
like just driving around can he com- 
phcatedhere." 

Over the past seven months tlie 
team has been involved in many 



decisive operations throughout the 
201st Corps. Their first major opera- 
tìonwas named CentaurOgab, ajoint 
mission with other coalition troops, 
led by the Frencli The operatìon took 
place in the Musahi Valley, providing 
security for reconstruction. "The goal 
was to provide a safe enviroimient so 
roconstriiction efforts could take 
place," said Sawyer. "Our guys 
sealed off the possible escape routes in 
the valley, basically settìng up block-

ing positìons to capture ttie enemy as 
they tried to flee or enter the area." 

In the eastem zone of the 201st 
Corps' AO Operatìon Mountain Eagle 
Phase II took place. Historically the 
Taliban have retreated from these ar- 
eas with very high elevatìons during 
the winter months. The problem for 
the Afghan populatìon was that the 
Afghan Natìonal Army (ANA) would 
also leave during the winter. A large 
part of Operatìon Mountain Eagle 11 
was winterizatìon of the ANA bases in 
those areas. "It was important to pro- 
vide the facilitìes for the ANA to be 
capable of staying in those remote 
areas throughout the winter months," 



said Sawyer. "It showed the popula- 
tìon that the ANA was tìiere to stay. 
That they could clear snow from 
passes allowing access to larger vil- 
lages during the winter, providing 
much needed tire wood and really 
improving the quality of lite for those 
citìzens." 

Another important aspect of 
Mountain Eagle 11 was building up 
bases to allow the ANA forces to be 
thero when spring rolled around. For 
months during the winter tìie 
Taliban steted they wero pre- 
paring to launch a 'Spring 
Offensive.' Having the ANA 
already statìoned in the east- 
em areas helped Steve off the 
rumored terrorist campaign. 
"The Taliban's so called 
Spring Offensive didn'tmate- 
rialize like tìiey had hoped," 
said Sawyer. "This is due in 
part because we had troops 
out there ali year long." 

Back at Camp Blackhorse 
the RSAC-C Staff advised 
their ANA counterparts, help- 
ing to build a better organìzatìonal 
structure for their Anny. Building a 
plans celi was a new, big step forward. 
"We always stressed to the ANA tìie 
importance of mission plarming," said 
Sawyen "Now they have an organ- 
ized plans celi so they can better pre- 
pare for large movements they know 
are ahead. Planning ahead was some- 
tìiing they didn' t do before." 

Another accomplishment Major 
Sawyer points out is the implemente- 
tìon of a non-lethal Effects Board. 
The purpose is to pian more effectìve 
humanitarian aid visits and reconstruc- 
tìon or CERP projects to influence and 
win over the populatìon. "Just going 
out and shootìng tìie bad guys won' t 
win tìiis," said Sawyer. "Right now 
the Afghan people love tìieir Army.

The Afghan Ministry of De- 
fense ordered tiie QRF (Quick 
Reactìon Force) from die 201st 
to supplement forces in the 
209th C orps, which is head- 

I quartered in die nordiem city of 

I Mazhar-e-Sharif. MOD needed 
200 Afghan troops to make die 

|hip. Major Dallen 
Christìansen and Master Ser- 
geantWade Francis were two 

I of the Embedded Traineis as- 
signed to die QRF who made 

I the trip. 

They arrived at the town of 
Sheberghan at around 9 p.m. 
Setding in for the night they 

I prepared to do a reconnais- 
sance mission die next mom- 
ing. "The city was peaceful, 

I but ali of the shops were stili 
closed," said Major 

I Christiansen. "Therewere 
stili some people demonstrat- 
ing, but in small groups of 
maybe five to ten. The popu- 
latìon was very happy to see 

I US and tìie Afghan troops. 
The locai citìzens were wor- 

I lied about an armed coup." 
While the locai populatìon 

1 was unhappy about the newly 



appointed Govemor, they did 
not want the former warlord, 
Dolstrum, to take over eithen 
The Afghan citìzens' Joy at 
seeing the ANA arrive to pre- 
vent this, and their desìre to 
bave govemment forces remain 
in power shows the growing 
confidence \he ANA bave from 
the populatìon. 

The majordemonstratìon 
had preceded their arrivai. 
Swedish tìDops in the area had 
been present during the riots 
which had kìlled A f ghan civil- 
ians. A funerei was planned for 
the next day, and many in the 
area were worried of more riots 
anddemonstrations. Nothing 
materlalized. For the next ten 
days Major Christiansen and bis 
men stayed at the Mazhar-e- 
Shaiìf base conductìng ilot con- 
trol training for the future. 

The extremely long convoy 
up to Mazhar-e-Sharif was 
eventful in itself . "Webadto 
stop along the way to fuel up," 
said Major Christìansen. "We 
didn' t have enough fuel on us 
sowejustpulledupto alocai 
stetìon and bought gas frcim tìie 
locals." The 15 hour convoy 
took tìiem tìirough passes over

10,000 ft "We drove tìirDugh 
some beautìfiil moutains and 
scenery," remembered Master 
Sergeant Francis. "The Salalang 
Pass was well over 10,000 ft" 

Driving 12,000 pound ar- 
mored hinnvees 15 hours up and 
over mountains can be problem- 
atìc. "One of Olir humvees acbj.- 
ally caughton lire going up 
there," said Francis. "Thebrakes 
coming down the back side of a 
mounbin were so hot they 
caughtfìre." Afterusingafire 
extìnguisher to put it out they 
decided to connect a tow rape 
from the himivee to an A fghan 
seven-tontransport truck. Al- 
lowing the larger ti^nsport truck 
to tow their vehicles up the large 
mountains at least helped to pre- 
vent the engines from over heat- 
ing, another problem. 

201stCorps Troops rarely 
conduct operatìons in other 
Corps. The 201st Corps' 3nl 
Bilgade is tasked to previde A f- 
ghanistan's QRF, wMch means 
their troops can be called at any 
tìme to help out in other areas. 
"Itwas a long hard trip. Butas 
the QRF Brigade we'll be ready 
to go again if something hap- 
pens." said Major ChristìanseiL

Onjiuie 21stthe turquoise tile and 
crystal clear water glistened under the 
sinnmersun. The ANA 201stCoips 
Gamson Commander, Colonel Hashimi 
was pleased with tlie base iniprovement 
"I am veiy happy today, we are opening 
the first pool for our soldiers," said 
Hashimi. "Thisis a wonderful morale 
asset our soldiers can use after training 
to iBlax and rest their legs." 

The contractor, Abdul Mateenof 
BKBMC Construction Company, said 
the cost of the pool and the new grass on 
the soccer field was about nine million 
Afghani, or 
Kìughly 
$180,000 
dohars. 
"The pool 
was in veiy 
bad shape," 
said 

Mateen. "It 
was leaking 
badly, that 
was the 
main prob- 
lem." One 
of the major 
aspects of 
the projects 
was finding 
a water 



source for them. "Wehadtodrill two N 
wellsforthepnDJects. One for tlie pool \ 
and soccer field and one for the new 
trees aroimd the base." saidMateeii 
These improvements are only the 
beginning according to the G arrison 
Commander, Colonel Hasliimi. His goal 
is to remodel the base sports stadium in 
the future, which surroimds the soccer 
field.

no new forces to heip train them , and no 



new equipment" 

With Afghan Poiice everywhere this 
wasamajorteskforthe 201stRSAC-C. 
There are over 100 poiice districts in the 
201st, and each one has a district poiice 
station. "The poiice are key to a secure 
and stable Afghanistan," says Sawyer. 
"The reason the onier came down to focus 
on advising the ANP was because tiie 
ANA was doing poiice work and therefore 
couldn' t simply focus on being an effective 
Army." MajorSawyersays the ANP are 
probably where the ANA was three yeais 
ago. Butwitli major success advising the 
ANA the decisionwas made to take a 
small risk with the A rmy in onier to gain a 
major reward with the poiice. 

The 201st RSAC-C Staff is in the pn)c- 
ess of a turnover with the incoming team. 



The new Marine team sentover a small ad- 
vance team to help smooth the transition. 
Colonel Gerald Smith, who led the team 
before having to he redeployed back to Oki- 
nawa due to a medicai issue, even helped 
out "Since Colonel Smith had an intimate 
knowledge of the situation from his time 
here, he was able to work with the new fvla- 
rines during their pre-deployment training in 
Oldnawa," said Sawyer. 

The deploymentwentfastenough, says 
Major Sawyer, because everyone stayed 
really busy.
